55 (part 1) Miniature of the Coronation of the Virgin, seated between 
God the Father and God the Son; the rubric of the text, the Seven Joys, 
partially erased, since it offered an indulgence. 

57 (part 1) Jesus being nailed and tied to the Cross; text is the prayer 
"Omnibus consideratis paradisus voluptatis" to be recited before an image 
of the Crucifixion. 
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f. 62 (part 1) Miniature of the Last Judgment with Christ raising the dead, 
who are just beginning to poke their heads through the soil, as Mary and 
John the Evangelist pray; text is the Penitential psalms. 
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f. 72 (part 1) Miniature of a funeral in a church, with clerics and 
mourners beside a draped casket; text is the Office of the Dead. 
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f. 88v (part 1) Miniature of souls being carried by angels to God; the text 
is the "Commendations of souls." 
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f. 95v (part 1) Miniature of the Arma Christi or Instruments of the 
Passion, as Christ emerges from a blue cloudburst in his tomb; text is the 
Psalms of the Passion. 
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f. 100 (part 1) Miniature of Jerome at his desk, with an open book and a 
scroll before him, as the lion, dog-like, puts his paws on Jerome's lap; the 
inkhorn seems to be attached to the wall behind Jerome; text is the Psalter 
of St. Jerome.
